The reault Ufhut 
wentern wheal, w hlch had been no large 
ty hooincil ow ing to a wheat corner ami 
Providential enunea, has gone hack In 
Ita norttinl profitless price, nml that 
cotton linn fallen to low w .iter mm k, 
thua threatening, tiol only <ln southern 
planter, loit the western wheal grower 
with an Indiscriminate ruin in wlib Ii 
there nreiun to be nothing ahead for 
the agrleullurnl class Inn a condith n 
of serfdom as hnpelean as Hint whlih 
prevailed In Itussia but without the 
guardianship which even ttic llussinn 
system threw around its 111 .happy agri¬ 
culturists. 

The farmers of th~ entire wheat era 
are now holding turnings pledging 
themselves to hold their grain ha* k, 
amt thus uttrmpt to raise the prior ti 
•otiieihlng like profit. The movement 
has assnim-d sin-h large proportion*

Some Plain Facts. 

Grave errors, injustice, wrongs of 
greater or less degree, arise from lack 
of knowledge of the truth, and more 
frequently from deception. 

The most infamous case on record 
of deception and injustice is the at¬ 
tempt to demonetize silver as a money 
of final redemption in the United 
States, 

There is no learned judge, skilled 
lawyer, or court of justice that is 
capable of reconciling the effort with 
the constitutional laws that govern 
the issue of money in this country. 

The people have been deceived, 
official* in power, chosen to adminis¬ 
ter justice under the laws, have 
ignored their sworn duty, and given 
aid to the scheme that has paralyzed 
industry, reduced property values 
one-half, and beggared millions. 

There is no authority of law, cither 
specific or by inference, by which 
gold alone is ntr.de the only money 
with which to discharge debts, cither 
public or private.
